with him seven full blood Indians 
and placed them in tho federal 
jail here tonight 
on charge of 
conspiracy 
for harboring 
and 
feeding 
the Wickliffe band 
of 
outlaws 
The forces to be sent after the 
bandits will be reorganized here 
and the reorganized forces from 
the marshal's office will again en­ 
ter the Spavinaw Hills in an ef­ 
fort to run down the outlaws and 
capture them. 
The Indians are having stomp 
dances. 
The Night Hawks are 
telling their people that they will 
get their laws back and exciting 
them all they can. 
They have 
already had two dance-* this week 


but Mr. Darrough 
thinks that 
the Night Hawks will not join the 
bandits, that while they and all 
other fullbloods are in sympathy 
with the Wicklitfes, yet they will 
not join them and resist the gov 
eminent. 
Mr 
Darrough fears 
that outlaws from other parts of 
the country will join these ban­ 
dits and go out on a career of 
robbing. 
The Wicklitfes have a 
wilderness forty mile* wide in 
places and 10b mile* long to hide 
in and they are among their 
friends, the full blood Cherokee*. 
It is now known that the outlaws 
number over twelve men. 
Capt. 
Gideon 8. White, w ho will oper­ 
ate from Spavinaw against the 
bandits, has had much experience 
in this kind of work and it is be­ 
lieved that he will select only 
jsuch men a* he can trust, and 
I who have had experience in the 
I work, and who are well acquaint, 
jed with the Spavinaw Hill*. 


PRESIDENT JOINS CANNON 
AGAINST STATEHOOD CARSE 


DISCUSSING M'CLEILAND’S 
PRESIDENTIAL DOOM 


Washington, March 15.—With 
the two most powerful influences 
of the federal government leagued 
against it, it will require a vigor­ 
ous show of public opinion to save 
the statehood bill from the fury 
of the Speaker. 
Mr. Cannon is 
fighting it with the desperation of 
one who feels that his prestige 
and power are at hazard and with 
the blind frenzy of wounded van­ 
ity 
Again he has brought to his 
aid the President, and it is this 
acquisition 
of strength 
which 
makes it seem not unlikely that 
the whim of two men will triumph 
over the wish of 300. 
Tuesday 
the President advised the Speaker 
to suffer the House to have its 
untrammeled way; Wednesday he 
planted his own standard beside 
that of the Speaker, so that the 
man who has the tem erity to ex­ 
ercise his own judgement must do 
it at the peril of incurring, not 
only the vengeance of the power­ 
ful Speakership, but the displeas­ 
ure of the White House. 
The knowledge that the Presi­ 
dent is standing with the Speak­ 
er has not beer, without its influ­ 


ence, of course. 
Men who Tues­ 
day were vehement in declaring 
their purpose not to submit to 
the dictation of the Speaker, now 
are less ready to proclaim theii 
contumacy. 
But 
whether this 
reinforcement will give the con­ 
test to the Speaker is not certain. 
There is a slight chance of 
compromise. 
The 
Speaker ap­ 
preciates that if he should resort 
to that extreme measure, those 
whom he had thus defeated would 
keep the organization of the house 
in a turmoil, destroy discipline 
and probably provoke the senate 
into a course of reprisal. 
For 
that reason it i* believed that if 
the Speaker is given a way to 
escape with some of his plumage 
left he will 
avail himself of it 
eagerly. 
The compromise sug­ 
gested is that the Speaker shall 
send the bill back to the commit­ 
tee on territories, and then open 
negotiations with the Senate for 
an agreement on the first Foraker 
amendment in lied of the second 
one, and in lieu, also, of the Bur­ 
rows amendment, which strikes 
out all that part of the bill relat­ 
ing to Ari/.1ana and New Mexico.

Washington, March 15.—W ith 
the exception of a few minor pro 
visions which remain to be dis­ 
posed of, the conference commit 
tee finished its work last evening 
on 
the Five Tribes 
bill. 
The 
committee resum ed its session in 
the afternoon at I o’clock and 
remained steadily at work until 
15. 
Most of the time was s p e r " in 
the consideration of three pr< vis­ 
ions. 
The most 
important of 
these was that 
relating to the 
alienation of the lands of the 
I Indians. 
The result of the conference 


I was the retention of the provision 
which tile senate put in tile bill 
on that subject. 
This provision 
is the McCumber amendment. It 
removes the restriction from the 
lands of less than so-called full 
bloods, except as to homesteads, 
but forbids the alienation of all 
land belonging to fullbloods and 
forbids their incumbrance for a 


period of twenty-five years. 
It 
permits the leasing of all lands 
not homesteads for a period of 
one year. 
On two propositions the com 
mittee undid the work which it 
performed the preceding day. 
One of these relates to the time of 
the closing of the rolls, which is 
now set for March 4. 1907. 
Also the committe undid the 
work of Tuesday 
in trying to 
exclude 
from 
enrollment the 
children of two white parents, 
one of which parents had acquir­ 
ed citizenship rights by virtue of 
a previous marriage. 
All those provisions of the bill 
made in anticipation of the disso 
lution of the tribal affairs were 
stricken out. *o that the tribal 
affairs will continue as heretofore. 
The bill will be perfected tomor­ 
row, but it will not be submitted 
to the .senate for several d ays, in 
all probability.

A NEW MOUSEL FOS EPICURES. 


M exico H ts Produced It In Coetus Cheese** 
Other Uses Discovered For th e Prickly P lant 
of tho Southw estern D esert-*Fodder For Dairy 
A nim als«*D eveloping Spineless P lan ts............ 


KW YOUK epicures wlio

Mexico, and

the barren bastes of the great South­ 
west. 
It is not customary for high 
livers to look to desert lands for their 
choice morsels, but in this case it must 
l>e admitted that Dame Nature has 
beld in store for them a surprise which 
bas been uncovered.only through the 
Industrious researches of the inquisi­ 
tive agricultural scientists of today. 
The uew confection is called by tho 
Mexicans “quean de 
tuna,” 
which 
means literally cactus cheese. 
To give this announcement even the 
merest appearance of being founded 
upon fact, it must be explained that 
the cactus as it is generally known is 
nothing less than a wild plant, cov­ 
ered with prickly spines. These spines 
are intended by nature as deterrents 
to wild animats which would other­ 
wise get into the habit of making the 
cactus their principal 
food supply. 
Were the spines lacking, the plant 
would quickly be exterminated through 
this demand tor food. A great portion 
of the southwestern corner of the 
United States is absolutely unsuited 
to the glowing of general crops, so 
that 
plaids of 
any 
sort, 
however 
worthless they may appear to the casu­ 
al traveler, have some value to the 
people who live there. 
It is not sur­ 
prising then that such plants assume 
great value in the eyes of scientific 
experimenters whenever there is the 
slightest trace of qualities capable of 
development and adaptation to human 
needs. To this end investigations have 
been in progress for a year or two 
past to determine what useful results 
could be attained through the scien­ 
tific development of the cactus plant, 
and all that has been discovered would 
£11 a Itook. 
The discovery of greatest interest 
Is the production of this cactus cheese, 
which looks for ail the world like a 
line grade of chocolate, and whfch is 
made up in packages about the size of 
ii pound o: butter. 
It is wrapped in 
tinfoil to preserve it from deteriora­ 
tion. The Mexicans say it is a nutri­ 
tious food, which is eaten with as 
tnuch delight by the connoisseur as 
that individual shows iii devouring 
some kinds of cheese which cell for 
an acquired taste to permit of their 
thorough enjoyment. Personal corrob­ 
oration of this eau be given by the 
Evening Post’s correspondent, who has 
tasted a duly authenticated, scientifi­ 
cally 
tested and officially approved 
sample of pure cactus cheese. 
One 
may be sure his future enjoyment of 
good things to eat will not be inter­ 
fere!! with if he nill never see another 
piece of cactus cheese in a1! his life. 
Put then, as the scientific expert in­ 
quiries whether his visitor really liked 
Roquefort the first time he tasted it. 
and follows this up with a few other 
similar questions, the man who has 
bad Ilia first experience wit Ii cactus 
cheese nods his I cad and says, almost 
involuntarily, “ Perhaps so.” 
Those 
who are best acquainted with the pro­ 
ducts, however, declare that when the 
taste is once acquired, the cheese is 
an appetising addition to Hie wfill- 
garuisbed table. 
Then there is the 
Additional fact of the adaptability of 
the cactus plant stock, for. through 
other methods of preparation, there 
can bu manufactured a syrup, and a 
sort of jelly which may be eaten with 
bread or cracker' like the finest Scotch 
marmalade, or American apple jelly. 
The addition to toe list of eatables 
of a food susceptible of so many prep­ 
arations as this is expected to prove 
of wide geueral interest. 
Now that 
the first secret of its value has been 
discovered, there is sure to be an 
evolution of the uses to which it may 
be put, and then undoubtedly there 
•jjyilt spring up a new infant industry 
be put upon the protected tariff list. 
•it is not to be supposed that a plant 
which bas been developed through scl- 
•entiflc experiment to produce a new 
source of food supply for human con­ 
tam.ption would not be investigated 
from the last inch of its lowest root to 
tile pinnacle of 
its 
growth 
above 
grouud. 
Au inquiry made at the De­ 
partment of Agriculture shows that 
this has in fact been done, and that as 
interesting results have been achieved 
regarding the value of the plant prop­ 
er as of the food stork if produces. 
The experiments were carried on 
with the idea of finding out whether 
the common prickly pear cactus from 
which Hie cheese is made could not be 
developed in such a way as to provide 
fodder for dairy animals. 
The first 
obstacle to overcome was to dispose 
of .lie spines which nature had given 
Hie plant for its own defense. 
Th* 
experimenters were aware that cattle 
will not eat the cactus in its natura 
alate because of these spiny prickles, 
which are sure to lacerate their mouths 
aud injure Hie animals in various other 
ways. 
Soon after the experiments 
were undertaken in the Southwest, it 
was found that if the plants were cut 
up and allowed to soak in their own 
Juice for twelve or fourteen hours, the 
spiny prickles become harmless. After 
this treatment, the plants are greatly 
relished by .he stock, especially the 
dairy animals, 
it has been demon­ 
strated also that a ration of these 
soaked cacti com blued with a little 
grain will keep a dairy animal in good 
flesh and milk as readily as the best 
torn ensi’ 


Having found the good uses of this 
cactus plant for stock feeding when 
the spines are made harmless, the acl- 
entifle experts have been working ta 
obtain what is known as spineless 
forms, or “smooth types.” Asked about 
the chances of cultivating and repro­ 
ducing a plant bereft of nature’s pro­ 
tecting spines, Dr. Calloway, chief of 
the bureau, aalii: 
“These sui 'Oth cacti are occasionally 
found among the wild pin tits, but do 
uot survive very long, from the fact 
that animals readily find them, and 
that they are particularly liked by jack 
rabbits. 
The fact that efforts have 
been made lo secure spineless forms 
has probably not brot gilt to tile minds 
of some the difficulties that such types 
would have in holding their own iii a 
region where they could not or would 
not be well protected by man. 
Iu 
other 
words, 
spineless cacti would 
soon be exterminated by many types 
of animals, as the spines are the real 
protective agencies.” 
This fact, therefore, wb1 Fad to the 
development of a more tender species, 
which will need protection just as gar­ 
den vegetables do from predatory ani­ 
mals which feed ipon them. 
Rabbits 
do great harm t- crops in all parts of 
the country, but this has resulted in 
protection by fencing and systematic 
“drives” to keep down the number of 
rabbits and such other anima1* as 
would exterminate the crips if artifi­ 
cial protection 
/ere .o t given. 
Tile 
danger to the plant in its wild state 
will not prevent the development along 
these lines, and a valuable new crop 
is experted. This is not the sr rn total 
of the cactus plants’ inauy uses. 
An­ 
other interesting feature is described 
by Dr. Galloway, as follows: 
“Cacti and some of the other South­ 
western plauts which gro*- in a region 
of meagre rainfall are often used by 
the natives i.nd travelers when water 
cannot be obtained. 
Many of these 
Southwestern plants have a special 
provision for storing water in under­ 
ground stems. These stems grow to an 
enormous size, sometimes as large as a 
barre!, aud when found may be dug 
up, and will j; i ve considerable quanti­ 
ties of water. These provisions are all 
the result of I mg adaptations, or. iii 
other words, a combat between tin* 
plant itself and its natural surround­ 
ings. 
The result bas been the develop­ 
ment of these particular contrivances 
which enable the plant to take care of 
itself in times of stress.” 
From the standpoint of the human 
consumer, with the cactus cheese as a 
new' delicacy, and of the stock raiser, 
w ho will have a new' and cheap ration 
for feeding i is stock, .he cactus exper­ 
iments promise valuable results along 
the lines here indicated.—-Washington

To Shine tho AV Indow*. 
Dusty windows are distracting. For 
cleaning windows use clean, cold water 
and two chamois leathers, one for 
washing the glass aud the other for 
polishing.. The latter should be kept 
dry and soft. See that the wash leath­ 
ers are quite clean and do not make 
lin* glass so wet that the water drips 
from it. 
Have plenty of clean water 
ml change it frequently. 
Dip the 
hmnois in this and rub the panes, tak­ 
ing care that the corners are not forgot­ 
ten. 
Wring the cloth tightly, and go 
over the surface of tile glass a second 
time. Then polish with the other wash 
leather. Linen or cotton cloths should 
not be used. 
During frost the least 
touch of the hand is liable to crack the 
glass. To keep the windows free from 
frost apply a little glycerine on a dry 
duster, aud a brilliant polish will be 
the result.

treasuries has been reported recently 
from a variety of sources. Only a few’ 
days ago the Philadelphia treasury re­ 
ceived the largest donation of this kind 
in its history; the Treasury Depart­ 
ment at Washington had some months 
before entered next to the largest item 
iii the history of its conscience book, 
wiiile the familiar small attempts at 
restitution have beeu more than usual­ 
ly frequent, lf to the sums thus paid 
into public treasuries be added those 
turned back by officers of fiduciary cor­ 
porations, it is pretty certain that con­ 
science never commanded so high a 
money value as at present. 
The geueral interest which exists in 
regard to this curious feature of public 
finance has been explained on the 
ground that every human being either 
has conscience money properly due 
him, or else ought to pay it himself. 
At all events, there has been a good 
deal of speculation as to the causes 
for tao access of ex post .acto honesty. 
Some say it if due to uew standards of 
militant honesty in puolic life, and cite 
the fact thai, of the additions made 
to Hie Federal conscience fund during 
the last ten years, more than two- 
thirds have been recorded since 1001. 
Others, more cynically, point out that 
the fluctuate na iu these returns cor­ 
respond almost exactly to the succes­ 
sion of good aud bad years in business. 
People listen to inward movitions, only 
wheu they <un easily r.fford to, and 
the conscience fund is a more trust­ 
worthy barometer of prosperity than 
the iran tri.de itself. 
The effect of 
religious revivals Is also said to be 
discernible 
in 
their 
older 
records, 
though no one puts this forward in 
explanation of the present activity. 
All 
this could be decided if there 
were 
only clues to the motive- oper­ 
ating in the individual nets of repara­ 
tion, 
but in the majority of cases 
there 
are none. The man who has 
falsified his assessments, 
smuggled 
goods through the custom house, over­ 
charged ou an c-pense account when 
in .public employ, is more than likely 
merely to put the money in an envel­ 
ope, write “conscience money” on a 
slip, and send it to the Treasury. 
So 
the majority of items are not merely 
anonymous, but blind. 
Those who 
are brought to repentance through 
religious feeling are naturally most 
likely to furnish details, and therefore 
probably w’ould figure more conspicu­ 
ously in a compilation of the letters 
of transmittal than in the entries of 
the fund itself. The two largest items 
at Washington, however, were evi­ 
dently sent in by persons whose soul- 
searching was due to a religious im­ 
pulse. 
Iii ISIK) Consul-General Collins 
of London sent $14,223.13 which he 
bail received from the Rev. Prebendary 
Barff, Vicar of St. Giles’ Church, in a 
suburb of London. 
The Vicar himself 
would say only that one of his parish­ 
ioners had handed him the money with 
tile request that it be sent to the 
United States Government. 
This, the 
largest contribution up to the present 
time, still remains as mysterious as it 
was at first. The $12,(MHI contribution 
ast year, which was in new $30, $100, 
and SICXX) billa, was accounted for 
merely by a note which said: “Years 
ago I defrauded the Government of 
money, but have returned it all. and 
now am paying fourfold, in accordance 
with the teaching of Scripture. 
The 
way of the transgressor is hard, and 
no one hut God knows how I have suf­ 
fered the consequences, and I would 
seek to do a bountiful restoration. 
May God pardon, while the United 
States Government is benefited.” 
The signature of “A Sinner” is a 
favorite one, though “A Penitent” and 
“A Lost Soul” are common enough to 
bear out the idea that religion is a 
frequent motive. 
A good many sums 
are forwarded by 
Roman Catholic 
priests. 
Tile morbid sensitiveness of some 
consicenees, as reveahnl in these let­ 
ters, is only loss extraordinary than 
the periods for which their pangs have 
been endured. 
Stamps are constantly 
being sent, for instance, to pay arrears 
of postage, which presumably had al­ 
ready been collected from recipients 
of mail matter years ago. 
“I enclose 
a one-ceut stamp.” wrote a woman, 
“for having sent a letter with only 
a one-cent stamp on It. not knowing 
it was wrong.” 
“Enclosed find nine 
cents,” said a man, “ which I wish to 
refund, as I used cancelled stamps 
when it cost three cents to send a let­ 
ter.” 
Two-eent postage was estab­ 
lished a generation ago. 
The people 
who send these postage stamps never 
stop to think that the easiest way of 
making the Government a small pres­ 
ent is to buy a stamp of the appropri­ 
ate denomination and tear it up. 
From these the progress is gradual 
to the actual “freak” donations. 
“On 
bill forty five years old, right party 
cannot be found,” and “for fruit stolen 
When a boy,” are typical of this class. 
Anything so business-like as the con­ 
duct of the man who drove over from 
Canada, sold his horse, harness and 
buggy, and years later sent, in succes­ 
sion, duty on all three, is rare. 
Ap­ 
parently, the still small voice was not 
silenced by paying duty on the horse 
alone, so he experimented to see if tile 
buggy would not do, and at last, in 
despair, paid for the harness as well 
Since the first entry, made during 
Madison’s 
administration, 
the 
con­ 
science fund at Washington—legally 
only an item of “miscellaneous re­ 
ceipts”—has received between $300,000 
and $400,000. 
This, at present stand­ 
ards, would be enough to run the en­ 
tire Government establishment for just 


But bow it compart* 
with the amount of which the Govern­ 
ment has been defrauded in the rn me 
time had better remain unknown for 
the sake of national self-satisfaction*—

The receipts of raw fur in the mar­ 
ket (luring the season of 11)03-0*; are 
three times larger than ever before, al­ 
though the country is now so thickly 
settled. 
The larger proportion of the furs, 
paradoxical as it may seem, now comes 
from the South and Southwest. Skunk, 
coon, mink and opossum constitute the 
larger portion of the receipts from that 
section, although heaver, otter. fox. 
wild cat ami civet cat also make up 
quito nu important part of the re­ 
ceipts. 
Skunk at present are in good demand 
and are selling well. Coon are in good 
demand, as they are used for fur coats 
as well as dyed and imitate a groat 
many articles. Gray and red fox this 
season are not selling well, as they are 
long haired, and all long haired skins 
this year are out of fashion. 
Mink is 
one of the most beautiful native furs 
and is selling higher this season than 
for many years. 
They are likely to 
continue in good demand throughout 
the season, as the ladies, the real fur 
buyers, are partial to th.* beautiful ef­ 
fects which this fur gives. 
Muskrat 
is a very common fur and always sells 
at a comparatively low price and is 
likely to do so this year. 
The opossum is perhaps our common­ 
est fur bearing animal, but is not a 
good wearing article when manufac­ 
tured. 
Its principal use is for imitat­ 
ing the skins of more valuable varie­ 
ties. 
There is. though, at all times 
a ready sale for them. 
Otter and 
beaver are nearly extinct, aud their 
skins command very high prices and 
are readily saleable. 
Wolf is another 
long haired skin and will be very dull 
this season. 
Many trappers in the South make a 
good living during the winter catching 
fur bearing animals, and many farmer 
boys make a good supply of pocket 
money by ca telling the various animala 
aud shipping their skins to the fur 
markets.

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THE CHEROKEE OUTLAWS 


ARE STILL AT LARGE 


Vinita, I. T., March 15.—Uni- 


ted States Marshal William H 
Darrough came to this place from 
the Spavinaw Hills last night and 
ordered all of his forces out of the 
Spavinaw country and disbanded 
them. Mr. Darrough brought 
with him seven full blood Indians 
and iplaced them in the federal 
jail here tonight on charge of 
conspiracy for harboring and 
feediag the Wickliffe band of 
outlaws 


The forces to be sent after the 


bandits will be reorganized here 
and the reorganized forces from 
the marshal's office will again en- 
ter the Spavinaw Hills in an ef- 
fort to run down the outlaws and 
capture them. 


The Indians are having stomp 


dances. The Night Hawks are 
telling their people that they will 
get their laws back and exciting 
them' all they can. They have 
already had two dances this week 


but Mr. Darrough thinks that 
the Night Hawks will not join the 
bandits, that while they and all 
other fullbloods are in sympathy 
with the Wickliffes, yet they will 
not join them and resist the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Darrough fears 
that outlaws from other parts of 
the country will join these ban- 
dits and go out on a career of 
robbing. 'The Wickliffes have a 
wilderness forty miles wide in 
places and 100 miles long to hide 
in and they are among their 
friends, the fullblood Cherokees. 


It is now known that the outlaws 


number over twelve men. Capt. 
Gideon S- White, who will oper- 
ate from Spavinaw against the 
bandits, has had much experience 
in this kind of work and it is be- 
lieved that he will select only 
such men as he can trust, and 
who have had experience in the 
work, and who are well acquaint, 
ed with the Spavinaw HilK

PRESIDENT JOINS CANNON 


AGAINST STATEHOOD CAUSE 


Washington, March 15.—With 


the two most powerful influences 
of th§ federal government leagued 
against it, it will require a vigor- 
ous show of public opinion to save 
the statehood bill from the fury 
of the Speaker. Mr. Cannon is 
fighting it with the desperation of 
one who feels that his prestige 
and power are at hazard and with 
the blind frenzy of wounded van- 
itv. Apain he has brought to his 
aid the President, and it is this 
acquisition of strength 
which 


makes it seem not unlikely that 
the whim of two men will triumph 
over the wish of 300. Tuesday 
the President advised the Speaker 
to suffer the House to have its 
untrammelod way; Wednesday he 
planted his own standard beside 
that of the Speaker, so that the 
man who has the temerity to ex- 
ercise his own judgement must do 
it at the peril of incurring, not 
only the vengeance of the power- 
ful Speakership, but the displeas- 
ure of the White House. 


The knowledge that the Pre«i- 


dent is standing with tbe Speak 
er has not been without its influ- 


ence, of course. Men who Tues- 
day were vehement in declaring 
their purpose not to submit to 
the dictation of the Speaker, now 
are less ready to proclaim theii 
contumacy. 
But whether this 


reinforcement, will give the con- 
test to the Speaker is not certain. 


There is a slight chance of 


compromise. The Speaker ap 
predates that if he should resort 
to that extreme measure, those 
whom he had thus defeated would 
keep the organization of the house 
in a turmoil, destroy discipline 
and probably provoke the senate 
into a course of reprisal. For 
that reason it is believed that if 
the Speaker is given a way to 
escape with some of his plumage 
left he will avail himself of it 
eagerly. The compromise sug- 
gested is that the Speaker shall 
send the bill back to the commit- 
tee on territories, and then open 
negotiations with the Senate for 
an agreement ou the first Foraker 
amendment in heu of the second 
one, and in lieu, also, of the Bur- 
rows amendment, which strikes 
out all that part of the bill relat- 
ing to Arizona and New Mexico.

;hese was that 
relating to the 


alienation of the lands of the 
Indians. 


The result of the conference' 


was the retention of the provision 
which the senate put in the bill 
on that subject. This provision 


the McCumber amendment. It 


removes the restriction from the 
lands of less than so-called full 
bloods, except as to homesteads, 
but forbids the alienation of all 
land belonging to fullbloods and 
forbids their incutnbrance for a 


period of twenty-five years. It 
permits the leasing of all lands 
not homesteads for a period of 
one year. 


On two propositions the com- 


mittee undid tbe work which it 
performed the preceding day. 
One of these relates to the time of 
the closing of the rolls, which is 
now set for March 4, 1907. 


Also the committe undid the 


work of Tuesday in trying to 
exclude 
from 
enrollment 
the 


children of two white parents, 
one of which parents had acquir- 
ed citizenship rights by virtue of 
a previous marriage. 


All those provisions of the bill 


made in anticipation of the disso 
lution of the tribal affairs were 
stricken out, so that the tribal 
affairs will continue as heretofore. 
The bill will be perfected tomor- 
row, but it will not be submitted 
to the senate for several days, in 
all probability.

United States Is absolutely uusulted 
to the growing of general crops, so 
that plants of any sort, however 
•worthless they may appear to the casu- 
al traveler, have some value to the 
people who live, there. It is not sur- 
prising then that such plains assume 
great value in the eyes of scientific 
experimenters whenever there is the 
slightest (race of qualities capable of 
development and adaptation to human 
needs. To this end investigations have 
beou in progress for n year or two 
past to determine what useful results 
could be attained through tbe scien- 
tific development of tbe cactus pliiut. 
*nd all that has been discovered would 
fill a bonk. 


The discovery of greatest interest 


1s the production of this cactus cheese, 
.which looks for all the world like n 
tine grade of chocolate, and whtch is 
made up In packages about the siste of 
A pound o* butter. It is wrapped in 
tinfoil to preserve it from deteriora- 
tion. The Mexicans say it is a nutri- 
tious food, which Is eaten with as 
tnucli delight by the connoisseur as 
that Individual shows in devouring 
eoiuo kinds of cheese which call for 
au acquired taste to permit of their 
thorough enjoyment. Personal corrob- 
oration of this can be given by the 
Bvenlng Post's correspondent, who has 
tasted a duly authenticated, scientifi- 
cally tested and officially approved 
•ample of pure cactus cheese. 
One 


may be sure bis future enjoyment of 
good things to eat will not be Inter- 
fereW-tritb if he wilt never see another 
plete of cactus cheese in al! bis life. 
But then, as the scientific expert in- 
quiries whether his visitor really liked 


the first time he tasted it, 


and follows this up with a few other 
similar questions, the man who bas 
liacl his first experience with cactus 
cheese nods his toad and sa.vs, almost 
involuntarily, "Perhaps so." 
Those 


.who are best acquainted with the pro- 
ducts, however, declare that wheu the 
taste is once acquired, the cheese Is 
tin appctlB-ing addition to the wdl- 
gnrnlsbfed table. 
Then there is the 


additional fact of the adaptability of 
the cactus plant stock, for. through 
other methods of preparation, there 
can be manufactured a syrup, and a 
nort of jelly which may be catcu with 
bread or cracker- like the finest Scotch 
marmalade, or American apple jelly. 


The addition to tnc list of eatable*! 


of a food susceptible of so many prep- 
arations ns this is expected to prove 
of wide general Interest. 
Now that 


the Arst secret of its value ban been 
discovered, there Is sure to be on 
evolution of the uses to which It may 
be put, and then undoubtedly there 


spring up a new Infant industry 


be put upon the protected tariff list. 
4t Is not to be supposed that a plant 
which JIM been developed through sol- 
<eiitTfle experiment to produce a new 
source of food supply for human con- 
*un.ptlon would not be Investigated 
from tbe last inch of its lowest root to 
the pluuacle of its growth above 
ground. An inquiry made nt the De- 
i>ariinent of Agriculture shows that 
tills has In fact been done, and that as 
interesting results have been achieved 
regarding the value of the plant prop- 
er ns of the' food stock it produces. ' 


The experiments were carried on 


with the idea of finding out whether 
the common prickly pear cactus from 
which the cheese Is made could not be 
developed In such a way as to provide 
fodder for dairy animals. The first 
obstacle to overcome was to dispose 
of '.be spines which nature had given 
the plant for. its own defense. 
The 


experimenters were aware that cattle' 
will not eat tbe cactus in its natural 
state because of these fcpiny prickles. 
which are sure to lacerate their mouths 
niul Injure the animals In various other 
wayj. 
Soon after the experiments 


wer<> undertaken in the Soiitln'vest. it 
was found that If the plants wore cut 
up and allowed to Ho.ik in tlielr own 
juice for twelve. or fourteen hours, the 
spiny prickles become harmless. After 
this treatment, tbe plants are greatly 
r el lulled by the stock, especially the 
dairy animals. 
It has been Uoruon- 


etruted nlxo that a rution of these 
soaked cacti combined with a little 
Km In will keep a dairy nuiniHl In good 
Itesh and milk an readily as the best 
torn vast' 


Having found tho jfood uses of this 


cactus, plant for stock feeding Wheu 
the spines are made harmless, the sci- 
entific experts have been working t« 
obtain what 1s known as spineless 
forms, or "smooth types." Aaked about 
tho chances of cultivating and repro- 
ducing n plant bereft of nature's pro- 
tecting spines, Dr. Galloway, chief of 
the bureau, aald: 
"These sin >oth cacti are occasionally 


found among the wild plsnts, but do 
not survive very long, from the-fact 
that animals readily find theji, and 
that they are particularly liked by jack 
rabbits. The fact that efforts have 
been made to secure spineless forms 
has probably not brovght to the minds 
of some the difficulties that such types 
would have in holding their own in a 
region where they could not or would 
not be well protected by man. 
In 


other words, 
eptnefess cacti would 


soon be exterminated by many types 
of animals, «s the spines are the real 
protective agencies" 


This fact, therefore, wK' lead to the 


development of a more tender species, 
which will need protection just as gar- 
den vegetables do from predatory ani- 
mals which feed vpou them. Rabbits 
do great harm t- «rops in all parts of 
the country, but this has resulted in 
protection by fencing and systematic 
"drives" to keep down the number of 
rabbits and such other aulma's as 
would exterminate the crips if artifi- 
cial protection -/ere .-ot given. 
The 


danger to tbe plant in its wild state 
will not prevent the development along 
these lines, and a valuable new crop 
Is expected. This is not the srin total 
of the cactus plants' many uses. An- 
other interesting feature is described 
by Dr. Galloway, r.s follows: 


"Cacti and some of the other South- 


western plants which gro<~ in a rngion 
of meagre rainfall are often used by 
the natives i.nd travelers when water 
cannot be obtained. 
Many of these 


Southwestern plants have a special 
provision for storing water in under- 
ground stems. These struts grow to au 
enormous size, sometimes as large as a 
barrel, and when found tuny bt» dug 
up. and will givt« considerable quanti- 
ties of water. Tliese provisions are all 
the result of Ions adaptations, or. In 
other words, :i uoinbat between the 
plant Itself und its natural surround- 
ings. 
The result has been tbe develop- 


ment or these particular contrivances 
which enable the plant to take care of 
itself In tlmesi of stress." 


From the standpoint of the human 


consumer, with the cactus cheese as a 
new delicacy, and of tbe stock raiser, 
who will have a new and cheap ration 
for feeding his stock, '.he cactus exper- 
iments promise valuable results along 
the lines here indicated.—Washington 
Correspondence New York Evening 
Post.

reasuries baa been reported recently 
from a variety of sources. Only a few 
days ago the Philadelphia treasury re- 
ceived the largest donation of this kind 
n Its history; the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington had some months 
>afqre entered next to the largest Item 
n the history of Its conscience book, 
while the familiar small attempts nt 
restitution have been more than usual- 
y frequent. If to the sums thus paid 
nto public treasuries be added those 
urned back by officer* of fiduciary cor- 
porations, It Is pretty certain that con- 
cience never commanded so high a 
money value as at present. 


The general Interest which exists in 


regard to this carious feature of public 
Inance lias been explained on the 
pound that every human being either 
in • conscience money properly .due 
him, or else ought to pay it himself. 
At all ^events,- there has been a good 
leal of speculation as to the causes 
or t;>e access of ex post -'acto honesty. 
Some say it IB due to new standards of 
militant honesty in public life, and clto 
he fact that, of the additions made 
o the Federal conscience fund during 
he last ten years, more than two- 
birds have been recorded since 1001. 
Others, more cynically, point out that 
he fluctuating in these returns cor- 
espond almost exactly to the succes- 
lon of good and bad years In business. 
People listen to Inward moUtlons, only 
wheu they 4 an easily r.fford to, and 
he conscience fund is a more trust- 
worthy barometer of prosperity than 
he iron trr.de itself.v The effect of 
eligious revivals is also said to be 
discernible in their older records, 
hough no one puts this forward in 
xplanation of the present activity. 
All this could be decided if there 


were only clues to the motives oper- 
ating In the individual nets of repara- 
ion, 
but in the majority of cases 


here are none. 
The man who has 


alslfled his assessments, smuggled 
goods through the custom house, over- 
barged on en c-pense account when 
n.public employ, is more thau likely 
merely to put the money in an envel- 
ope, write "conscience money" on ti 
«llp, and tend it to the Treasury. So 
he majority of items are not merely 
anonyrcous, but blind. 
Those who 


an brought to repentance through 
eligious feellug are naturally most 
Ikely to furnish details, and therefore 
probably would figure more conspicu- 
ously in a compilation of the letters 
of transmittal than in the entries of 
be fund Itself. The two largest items 
at Washington, however, were evi- 
dently sent in by persons whose soul- 
searching was due to a religious im- 
pulse. In 1896 CousnI-General Colllus 


f London sent $14,225.15 which he 
had received from the Rev. Prebendary 
Bnrff, Vicar of -St. Giles' Church. In a 
suburb of London. The Vicar himself 
would say only that one of bis parish- 
oners had handed him the money with 
be request that It be sent to the 
United States Government. This, tho 
argest contribution up to the present 
line, still remains as mysterious as it 
was at first. The $12,000 contribution 
ast year, which was in new $30, $100, 
and $1000 bills, was accounted for 
norely by a note which said: "Years 
ago 1 defrauded tho Government of 
money, 'but have returned It all. and 
now am paying fourfold, in accordance 
with the teaching of Scripture. The 
way of the transgressor is hard, and 
»o one but God knows how I have suf- 
't>rcd the consequences, and I would 
sock to do a bountiful restoration.

section, although beaver, otter, fox. 
wild cat and civet cat also make up 
quite au important part of the re- 
ceipts. 


Skunk at present are in good demand 


and are selling well. Coon are in good 
demand, as they arc used for fur coats 
as welt as dyed and Imitate a great 
many articles. Gray and red fox this 
season are not selling well, as they are 
long haired, and all long haired skins 
this year are nut of fashion. Mink is 
one of the most beautiful native turn 
and is Helling higher this season tbau 
for many years. They arc likely to 
continue in good demand throughout 
the season, as the ladles, the real fur 
buyers, are partial to thj beautiful ef- 
fects which this fur given. Muskrat 
Is a very common fur and always sells 
at a comparatively low price and is 
likely to do so this year. 


Tbe opossum is perhaps our common- 


est fur bearing animal, but Is not n 
good wearing nrtirlp when manufac- 
tured. Its principal use Is for Imitat- 
ing the skins of more valuable varie- 
ties. 
There Is, though, at all times 


a ready sale for them. 
Otter and 


beaver are nearly extinct, and their 
skins command very high prices ami 
are readily saleable. Wolf Is another 
long haired skin and will be very dull 
this season. 
Many trappers in the South make a 


good living during the winter catching 
fur bearing animal*, and many farmer 
boys moke a good eupply of pocket 
money by catching the various animals 
and shipping their skins to the fur 
markets.

The Night Hawks are 
telling their people that they will 
get their laws back and exciting 
them' all they can. They have 
already had two dances this week 


but Mr. Darrough thinks that 
the Night Hawks will cot join the 
bandits, that while they and all 
other fullbloods are in sympathy 
with the Wickliffes, yet they will 
not join them and resist the gov- 
ernment, Mr. Darrough fears 
that outlaws from other parts of 
the country will join these ban- 
dits and go out on a career of 
robbing. 'The Wickliffes have a 
wilderness forty ,iniles wide in 
places and 100 miles long to hide 
in and they are among their 
friends, the fullblood Cherokees.

PRESIDENT JOINS CANNON 


AGAINST STATEHOOD CAUSE 


Washington, March 15.—With 


the two most powerful influences 
of th§ federal government leagued 
against it, it will require a vigor- 
ous show of public opinion to save 
the statehood bill from the fury 
of the Speaker. Mr. Cannon is 
fighting it with the desperation of 
one who feels that his prestige 
and power are at hazard and with 
the blind frenzy of wounded van- 
itv. Again he has brought to his 
aid the President, and it is this 
acquisition of strength 
which 


makes it seem not unlikely that 
the whim of two men will triumph 
over the wish of 300. Tuesday 
the President advised the Speaker 
to suffer the House to have its 
untrammeled way; Wednesday he 
planted his own standard beside 
that of the Speaker, so that the 
man who has the temerity to ex- 
ercise his own judgement must do 
it at the peril of incurring, not 
only the vengeance of the power- 
ful Speakership, but the displeas- 
ure of the White House. 


The knowledge that the Pre«ii- 


dent is standing with the Speak 
er has not been without its influ- 


ence, of course. Men who Tues- 
day were vehement in declaring 
their purpose not to submit to 
the dictation of the Speaker, now 
are less ready to proclaim theii 
contumacy. 
But whether this 


reinforcement will give the con- 
test to the Speaker is not certain. 


There is a slight chance of 


compromise. The Speaker ap 
predates that if he should resort 
to that extreme measure, those 
whom he had thus defeated would 
keep the organization of the house 
in a turmoil, destroy discipline 
and probably provoke the senate 
into a course of reprisal. For 
that reason it is believed that if 
the Speaker is given a way to 
escape with some of his plumage 
left he will avail himself of it 
eagerly. The compromise sug- 
gested is that the Speaker shall 
send the bill back to the commit- 
tee on territories, and then open 
negotiations with the Senate for 
an agreement ou the first Foraker 
amendment in heu of the second 
one, and in lieu, also, of the Bur- 
rows amendment, which strikes 
put all that part of the bill relat- 
ing to Arizona and New Mexico.

SENATE AMENDMENT ON 


ALIENATION IS ADOPTED 


Washington, March 15.—With 


the exception of a few minor pro 
vision? which remain to be dis- 
posed of, the conference commit 
tee finished its work last evening 
on the Five Tribes bill 
The 


committee resumed its session in 
the afternoon at 1 o'clock and 
remained steadily at work until 
5. Most of the time was spenr in 
the consideration of three pn. vis- 
ions. The most 
important of 


these was that 
relating to the 


alienation of the lands of the 
Indians. 


The result of the conference 


was the retention of the provision 
which the senate put in the bill 
on that subject. This provision 


the McCumber amendment. It 


removes the restriction from the 
lands of less than so-called full 
bloods, except as to homesteads, 
but forbids the alienation of all 
(and belonging to fullbloods and 
torbids their incumbrance for a 


period of twenty-five years. It 
permits the leasing of all lands 
not homesteads for a period of 
one year. 


On two propositions the com- 


mittee undid the work which it 
performed the preceding day. 
One of these relates to the time of 
the closing of the rolls, which is 
now set for March 4, 1907. 


Also the committe undid the 


work of Tuesday in trying to 
exclude 
from 
enrollment the 


children of two white parents, 
one of which parents had acquir- 
ed citizenship rights by virtue of 
a previous marriage. 


All those provisions of the bill 


made in anticipation of the disso 
lution of the tribal affairs were 
stricken out, no that the tribal 
affairs will continue as heretofore. 
The bill will be perfected tomor- 
row, but it will not be submitted 
to the senate for several days, in 
all probability.

be admitted that Dame Nature bas 
lield In store for them a surprise which 
lias been uncovered .only through the 
industrious researches of the inquisi- 
tive agricultural scientists of to-day. 
Tltie u*w confection la called by tho 
Mexicans "queso de tuna," which 
turnna literally cactus cheese. 


To give this announcement even the 


merest appearance of being founded 
upon fact. U must be, explained that 
' tfcer cactus as It' is generally known is 
nothing lesa than a wild plant, cov- 
ered with prickly spines. These spines 
*re intended by nature as deterrents 
to wild animals which would other- 
wise get into the habit of making the 
•cactus their principal food supply. 
Were the spines lacking, the plant 
would qulckbr be exterminated through 
this demand Tor food. A great portion 
4>f the southwestern corner of tbe 
United States Is absolutely uusulted 
to the growing of general crops, so 
that plants of any sort, however 
•worthless they may appear to the casu- 
al traveler, have some value to the 
people who live, there. It is not sur- 
prising then that such plants assume 
great value in the eyes of scientific 
experimenters whenever there is the 
slightest (race of qualities capable of 
development and adaptation to human 
needs. To this end Investigations have 
beou iu progress for u year or two 
past to determine what useful results 
could be attained through tbe scien- 
tific development of tbe cactus plant. 
«nd all that has been discovered would 
fill a bonk. 


The discovery of greatest interest 


1s toe production of this cactus cheese, 
which looks for all the world like n 
tine grade of chocolate, and whtch is 
made up In packages about tbe sise of 
A pound o* butter. It is wrapped in 
tinfoil to preserve it from deteriora- 
tion. The Mexicans say it is a nutri- 
tious food, which Is eaten with as 
unucli delight by the connoisseur as 
that individual shows in devouring 
conic kinds of cheese which cell for 
au acquired taste to permit of their 
thorough enjoyment. Personal corrob- 
oration of this can be given by the 
Kveulng Post's correspondent, who has 
tasted a duly authenticated, scientifi- 
cally tested and officially approved 
•ample of pure cactus cheese. One 
may be sure bis future enjoyment of 
good things to ent will not be inter- 
fere»-tritb if he wilt never see-anotlier 
plete of cnctufs cheese in al! bis life. 
But then, as the scientific expert in- 
quiries whether his visitor really liked 
Uoq-jsfort the first time he tasted it. 
and follows this up with a few other 
similar questions, the man who has 
lind hi* first experience with cactus 
cheese nods his read and sa.vs, almost 
involuntarily, "Perhaps so." 
Those 


.who are best acquainted with the pro- 
ducts, however, declare that wheu the 
taste is once acquired, the cheese is 
tin nppctlE-iiig addition to tbe wMl- 
gnrnlsbed table. Then there la the 
Additional fact of the adaptability of 
the cactus plant stock, for. through 
other methods of preparation, there 
can be manufactured a syrup, and a 
nort of jelly which may be catcu with 
bread or cracker- like the finest Scotch 
marmalade, or American apple jelly. 


The addition to tne list of eatables 


of a food susceptible of so many prep- 
arations ns this is expected to prove 
of wide general Interest. 
Now that 


the first secret of its value ban been 
discovered, there Is sure to be au 
•volution of tho uses to which it may 
be put, and then undoubtedly there 
<9ptt spring up a new Infant industry 
40 l>o put upon t!:e protected tariff list. 
4t Is not to be supposed that a plant 
which .bjM been developed through sel- 
-entTflc experiment to produce a new 
.source of food supply for human con- 
*uii.ptloo would not be investigated 
from tbe last inch of its lowest root to 
the pluuacle of its growth above 
ground. An inquiry made nt the De- 
iiai-iinent of Agriculture shows that 
tills has In fact been done, and that as 
interesting results have been achieved 
regarding the value of the plant prop- 
er ns of the food stock it produce*.' 


The experiments were carried on 


with the idea of finding out whether 
the common prickly pear cactus front 
which the cheese Is made could not be 
developed In such a way as to provide 
fodder for dairy animals. 
The tlrst 


obstacle to overcome was to dispose 
of '.be spines which nature had given 
the plant for. its own defense. 
Tbe 


experimenters were aware that cattle 
will not ent tbe cactiu in its natural 
state because of these fcpiny prickles, 
which are sure to lacerate their mouths 
mul Injure the animals In various other 
%vayx 
Soon after tho experiments 


were undertaken in the Southncst. it 
•was found that If the plants woro cut 
up and allowed to *f>.ik in their owi 
juice for twelve,or fourteen hours, the 
spiny prickles become harmless. Aftci 
this treatment, the plants are greatly 
relished by ,he stock, especially tbe 
dairy animals. 
It has been demon 


etrnted also that a ration of these 
soaked cacti combined with a little 
grain will keep a dairy nuiniHl In gooi 
flesh and milk a* readily as the fees 
torn vast' 


Having found tho jfood uses of this 


cactus, plant for stock feeding when 
the spines are made harmless, the sci- 
entific experts have been working t« 
obtain what is known as spineless 
forms, or "smooth types." Asked about 
tho chances of cultivating and repro- 
ducing a plant bereft of nature's pro- 
tecting spines, Dr. Galloway, chief of 
the bureau, aald: 


"These am xrth cacti are occasionally 


found among the wild pltnts, but do 
not survive very long, from the-fact 
that animals readily find the-n, and 
that they are particularly liked by jack 
rabbits. 
The fact that efforts have 


been made to secure spineless forms 
has probably not brovght to the minds 
of some the filffleultles that such types 
would have in holding their own in a 
region where they could not or would 
not bo well protected by man. 
In 


other 
words, spineless cacti would 


soon be exterminated by many types 
of animals, «s the spines are the real 
protective agencies." 


This fact, therefore, wW lead to the 


development of a more tender species, 
which will need protection just as gar- 
den vegetables do from predatory ani- 
mals which feed vpou them. Rabbits 
do great harm t- <rops in all parts of 
the country, but this has resulted in 
protection by fencing and systematic 
"drives" to keep down the number of 
rabbits and such other anlma'n as 
would exterminate the crips If artifi- 
cial protection -/ere .-ot given. 
The 


danger to tbe plant in its wild state 
will not prevent the development along 
these lines, and a valuable new crop 
Is expected. This is not the srin total 
of the cactus plants' many uses. An- 
other interesting feature is""described 
by Dr. Galloway, r.s follows: 


'Cacti and some of the other South- 


western plants which gro<~ in a rngion 
of meagre rainfall are often used by 
the natives i.nd travelers when water 
cannot be obtained. 
Many of these 


Southwestern plants have a special 
provision for storing water In under- 
ground stems. These stains grow to au 
enormous siie. sometime!* as la'rge as a 
barrel, and when found may be diiR 
up. and w i l l gat- considerable quanti- 
ties of water. These provisions are all 
the result of long adaptations, or. In 
other word?, u uoinbat between the 
plant Itself und Us natural surround- 
ings. The result has been tbe develop- 
ment o' these particular contrivances 
which enable the plant to take care of 
tself la times of stress." 


From the standpoint of the human 


consumer, with the cactus cheese as a 
new delicacy, and of tbe stock raiser, 
who will have a new and cheap ration 
or feeding Ms stock, '.he cactus ex per- 
ments promise valuable results along 
he lines here Indicated.—Washington 
Correspondence New York

Dusty windows are distracting. For 


cleaning windows use clean, cold water 
and two chamois leathers, one for 
washing tbe glass and the other for 
potlshrairU, The latter should be kept 
Iry and soft. See that the wash leath- 
ers are quite clean and do not make 
the glass so wet that the water drips 
from it. Have plenty of clean water 
uul change it frequently. 
Dip tbe 


chamois in this and rub the panes, tak- 
ng care that the corners are not forgot- 
ten. Wring the cloth tightly, and go 
over the surface of the glass a second 
time. Then polish with tbe other wash 
leather. Linen or cotton cloths should 
not be used. 
During frost the least 


touch of the baud Is liable to crock the 
glass. To keep the windows free from 
Frost apply a little glycerine on a dry 
duster, and • brilliant polish will be 
the result.

the omelet is ready.— Harper's Bazar. 


Kice Pudding Without Eggs— Wash 


and pick over a half cup of rice; put in 
a buttered pudding dish with a pint 
and a half of milk, half a cup of sugar, 
a pinch of salt and a grated lemon 
rind. 
Bake two hours, stirring fre- 


quently for tbe first hour and a half, 
then finish tbe baking to form n light 
crust over the top. Serve with cream. 


Apple Tapioca— Three-quarters of a 


cup of tapioca, seven sour apples, one- 
half teaspoouful of salt, cold water, 
one-half cup of sugar, two and a half 
cups of boiling water. 
Soak tapioca 


one hour in cold water to cover, add 
boiling water a«d salt; cook in double 
boiler until transparent, pare and slice 
apples, place in a buttered pudding 
dish, sprinkle sugar over apples, and 
pour over tapioca, and bake in a mod- 
erate oven until apples are soft. 


Fried Apple Sauce— A variation on 


tbe xisunl dish of apple sauce can be 
made by quartering, coring and slicing 
tart red apples. For two quarts melt 
two tablespoonfuls of batter in a large 
saucepan, and, when it has cooked to 
a pale coffee color, add one-half of the 
apples; cover and shake occasionally 
over n hot fire for five minutes, then 
add the remainder of the apples and 
draw to one side, where they will cook 
slowly until tender.

sandwich for ball suppers is called 
cream sandwich. Ingredients: Quarter 
of a pint or good cream, three teaspoon- 
fuls of salmon or sbrfpp paste, half a 
toaspoouful of chopped parsley, salt 
and pepper, thin slices of brown bread.

HAT the last Tear baa been 
a remarkable one In re- 
r.pect to tbe growth of 


* "conscience funds" In mi 
ttoral, 
State 
and 
city 


treasuries baa been reported recently 
from a variety of sources. Only a few 
days ago the Philadelphia treasury re- 
ceived the largest donation of this kind 
In Its history; the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington had some months 
bafojre entered next to the largest Item 
In the history of Its conscience book, 
while the faintllar small attempts «t 
restitution have been more than usual- 
ly frequent. If to the sums thus paid 
Into public treasuries be added those 
turned bock by officers of fiduciary cor 
porotlons, It is j^retty certain that con- 
science never commanded so high a 
money value as at present. 


The general Interest which exists in 


regard to this curious feature of public 
finance lias been explained on the 
ground that every human being either 
has conscience money properly .due 
him, or else ought to pay it himself. 
At all'•events,-there has been a good, 
deal of speculation as to the causes 
for t;>e access of ex post .'acto honesty. 
Some say it IB due to new standards of 
militant honesty in public life, and clto 
the fact thai, of tbe additions made 
to the Federal conscience fund during 
tbe last tea years, more than two- 
thirds have been recorded since 1001. 
Others, more cynically, point out that 
the fluctuating in these returns cor- 
respond almost exactly to the succes- 
sion of good and bad years In business. 
People listen to Inward monitions, only 
wheu they 4 an easily r.fford to, and 
the conscience fund in a more trust- 
worthy barometer of prosperity than 
the iron trr.de itself.v The effect of 
religious revivals is also said to be 
discernible in their older records, 
though no one puts this forward iu 
explanation of the present activity. 


All this could be decided if there 


were only clues to the motives oper- 
ating In the individual nets of repara- 
tion, but in tbe majority of cases 
:here are none. 
The man who bus 


falsified his assessments, smuggled 
goods through tbe custom house, over- 
charged on en c-pense account when 
n,public employ, is more tliaa likely 
merely to put tbe money in an envel- 
ope, write "conscience money" on a 
«llp, and tend It to tbe Treasury. So 
the majority of items are not merely 
anonyrcous, but blind. 
Those who 


an brought to repentance through 
religious feellug are naturally most 
ikely to furnish details, and therefore 
probably would figure more conspicu- 
ously in a compilation of the letters 
of transmittal than iu tbe entries of 
tbe fund Itself. The two largest items 
at Washington, however, were evi- 
dently sent In by persons whose soul- 
searching was due to a religious im- 
pulse. In 1896 CousnI-General Colllus 
of London sent $14,225.15 which he 
lad received from tbe Rev. Prebendary 
Bnrff, Vicar of St. Giles' Church, la a 
suburb of London. Tbe Vicar himself 
would say only that one of bis pariah- 
oners had handed him the money with 
be request that It be sent to the 
United States Government. This, the 
nrgest contribution up to the present 
:ime, still remains as mysterious as It 
was at first. Tbe $12,000 contribution 
ast year, which was in new $30, $100, 
and $1000 bills, was accounted foi- 
ncrcly by a note which sulil: "Years 
ago I defrauded the Government of 
money, but have returned It all. and 
now am paying fourfold, in accordance 
with the teaching of Scripture. 
The 


way of tbe transgressor U bard, ami 
10 one but God knows how I have stif- 
'ered the consequences, and I would 
seek to do a bountiful restoration. 
May God pardon, while the United 
States Government is benefited." 


Tbe signature of "A Sinner" is a 
avorite one, though "A Penitent" and 
'A Lost Soul" are common enough to 
bear out the idea that religion is u 
'requent motive. A good many sums 
are forwarded by Bom an Catholic 
priests. 


The morbid sensitiveness of some

"On 
Dill forty-five years old, right party 
cannot be found," and "for fruit stolen 
When axbpy," are typical of this class. 
Anything so business-like as the con-, 
duct of tbe man who drove over from 
Canada, sold his horse, harness and 
buggy, and years later sent, in succes- 
sion, duty on all three, is rare.
